JOBS WILL GO’ 


Education chief promises budget 
cuts will not lead to redundancies 


SCHOOLS across Kent and 
Medway are facing effective 
funding cuts, but the county 
council insists teachers will 
not be made redundant. 

The 2008-09 school year is the first of 
three in which they will receive an 
annual 2.1 per cent increase in fund¬ 
ing, but with running costs rising by 
more than this many will have to tight¬ 
en their belts. 

The Government has also told 
schools they must make one per cent 
efficiency savings every year. 

Figures from the Liberal Democrats 
show more than a quarter of schools in 
Kent and a third of those in Medway 
are in effect facing funding cuts. 

Mark Dance, KCC’s cabinet member 
for operations, resources and skills, 
insisted those figures were “way out” 
and “too simplistic” but acknowledged 
schools were in for a ‘Very tough time”. 

Lib Dem leader Nick Clegg argued 
the figures showed the need for a “new 
fair funding system” for schools. 

He said £2.5 billion should be reallo¬ 
cated for a ‘pupil premium’ to support 
the most disadvantaged pupils. 

He said: “We believe 2008 and 2009 
are going to be the toughest years for 
school budgets for a decade, as rates of 
inflation exceed the money allocated to 
many schools.

“Early indications are that teacher 
redundancies will rise from the start of 
the new school year this September - 
impacting directly on teaching. 

“For many schools, Blair’s ‘Education, 
Education, Education’, is about to 
become Brown’s ‘Cuts, Cuts, Cuts’.” 

Cllr Dance told KoS schools will be 
forced to make cut backs, but insisted 
no teachers would be made redundant. 

When asked twice how the schools 
would cut their budgets without letting 
go of staff, Cllr Dance responded: “That’s 
the million dollar question,” and “I can’t 
give you a hard and fast answer”. 

He said: “As far as school funding is 
concerned in Kent, there are very 
tough times ahead next year and espe¬ 
cially the year after. 

“The efficiency savings are going to 
bite. Fuel costs are rising because of 
the whole costs of gas and oil. It is 
going to put huge pressure on schools. 

“When we set the budget this year we 
had no idea what fuel would do.” 

Cllr Dance said a new system of iden¬ 
tifying deprived pupil populations, 
rather than deprived schools, meant it 
is now easier to target funds. 

He also said the recent school merg¬ 
ers and closures caused by falling rolls 
would help stop schools wasting money 
and savings could be made by replacing 


retiring teachers with younger ones. 

Les Wicks, Medway Council’s cabinet 
member for children’s services, said: 
“These figures are taken from our 
Primary Strategy for Change report, 
which will be submitted to the 
Government so we can receive the funds 
we need to improve our primary schools. 

“Medway’s primary schools need the 
facilities appropriate for 21st Century 
teaching and learning, but only after 
years of government under-funding 
have they finally come up with a pro¬ 
gramme to tackle this issue. 

‘With limited funding we have done 
our best to refurbish schools, but the 
backlog is down to government failure.” 

A Department for Children, Schools 
and Families spokesman said the 
three-year funding settlement would 
provide for “continuing growth” and 
said it had increased by two-thirds in 
real terms since 1997. 

He said: “But we have always been 
clear that while funding continues to rise 
over the next three years, it will not be at 
the unprecedented levels of previous 
years. The three-year settlement gives 
schools a guaranteed per pupil cash 
increase and the stability and independ¬ 
ence to budget ahead with confidence. 

‘We are giving schools active support 
to run their finances even more effective¬ 
ly, so every pupil gets the opportunities 
they deserve and money can be freed up 
and reinvested in the education system.”

New phone 
deal puts 
us in sync 
with China 


A MOBILE phone software compa¬ 
ny based in Kent has signed a glob¬ 
al licensing deal with a leading 
Chinese handset maker. 

Synchronica, which has its headquarters in 
Tunbridge Wells, said it would get 20 per cent 
of all revenues received by the unnamed man¬ 
ufacturer, or $1 per handset sold. 

The Chinese company expects to ship 16 mil¬ 
lion devices during 2008, chief executive 
Carsten Brinkschulte told Kent on Sunday. 

“The potential for revenue is enormous,” he 
said, adding that China had 580 million 
mobile phone subscribers and six out of 10 
people do not have a mobile yet, making mas¬ 
sive potential for growth. 

The software, Mobile Gateway, synchronises 
email and mobile services, and is similar to 
Blackberry devices and smartphones. 

It will initially be available in China and 
then worldwide, Mr Brinkschulte said. 

He said a clause in the contract prevented 
him from naming the Chinese company until 
the service had been launched, but said 
reports it was TCL, one of China’s largest con¬ 
sumer electronics manufacturers, are wrong. 

Following the news of the deal on Thursday 
shares in Synchronica surged nearly 25 per 
cent, valuing the firm at around £10.2 million.

The company currently employs 25 people in 
its Tunbridge Wells office. Mr Brinkschulte 
said the engineering team, which is currently 
based in Berlin, is being doubled to cope with 
new demand from the two incensing deals. 

“Mobile email is expanding. People think 
everyone has a Blackberry already, but only 14 
million have so far. There is a potential of 3.5 
billion mobile phone users - it’s just the tip of 
the iceberg,” he added. 

Mr Brinkschulte said the emerging markets 
of China, India, Latin America and Africa, 
were perfect for the company’s technology 
because users tend not have PCs as well as 
mobile phones. He added that the deal was a 
breakthrough because it is difficult to estab¬ 
lish an agreement such as this without having 
a local presence. 

The Synchronica deal follows a project called 
China Gateway in Thanet, which will provide 
3,000 local jobs when it opens next year. 

Planning permission for the project, which 
could bring a number of large Chinese firms to 
Manston Business Park, is expected shortly, 
David Foley, chief executive of Thanet and East 
Chamber, told Kent on Sunday last month. 


Asian disaster 
victims to be 
remembered 
at cathedral 

A REMEMBRANCE service for victims 
of the Chinese earthquake and Burmese 
cyclone is being held at Canterbury 
Cathedral on Sunday. 

The event at 6.30pm will be the first 
joint English and Chinese service held in 
the building in its 1,000-year history. 

Following the 7.9 magnitude earth¬ 
quake that struck Sichuan province in 
China and the devastation wrought by 
the cyclone in Burma, members of the 
Chinese community in Canterbury have 
been actively responding to the disaster. 

Revd Chris Pemberton, vicar of St 
Mary Bredin Church in Canterbury, who 
has been involved in setting up the serv¬ 
ice, said: “The service is open to all who 
have been affected by the disaster. 

“It will be an opportunity for us to 
remember and pray for those who have 
died and the aid agency workers who are 
continuing their relief work.” 

A new official death toll puts the num¬ 
ber of people killed in the May 12 disas¬ 
ter in China at 69,016, with another 
18,830 missing. Almost 7,000 classrooms 
are reported to have collapsed, killing 
more than 11,000 children and teachers, 
and triggering complaints that the 
schools were badly built. 

Landslides 

At least 368,545 people were also 
injured in the quake, according to the 
Chinese government, and about five mil¬ 
lion were made homeless. 

People have been further displaced by 
more than 30 ‘quake lakes’ - vast pools 
of water created when the earthquake 
triggered landslides down valleys, clog¬ 
ging rivers and turning them into fast¬ 
rising lakes. More than 200,000 people 
have been evacuated to higher ground 
away from the quake lakes. 

A month after Burma was hit by a 
cyclone, foreign aid agencies say a quar¬ 
ter of a million people have not received 
any help. Despite claims by the Burmese 
generals the relief operation is over, aid 
workers say there remains an urgent 
need to provide food and other basic aid. 


Reach for the skies at international air show 


UP TO 100,000 people are 
expected to attend an air show in 
Kent today. 

Veteran, vintage and modem 
aircraft are scheduled to perform 
in flying displays at the Biggin 
Hill International Air Fair. 

Crowds at the former Battle of 
Britain fighter base will see an 
airworthy replica of Louis 
Bleriot’s monoplane - the first 
flying machine to cross the 
English Channel, in July 1909. 


A Vickers Vimy bomber, an 
example of the first aircraft to fly 
non-stop across the Atlantic, in 
1919, will also be on show. 

The Hurricane, Spitfire and 
Lancaster Bomber of the Battle 
of Britain Memorial Flight are 
among the World War Two con¬ 
tingent, supported by the Royal 
Navy’s Historic Flight, who are 
flying the Seafire 17, a carrier- 
borne version of the Spitfire. 

International helicopter teams 


include the Army’s Blue Eagles, 
Royal Navy Black Cats and The 
Sarangs of the Indian Air Force. 
The Apache helicopter is making 
a debut appearance. 

The motoring village has more 
than 100 classic cars and the 
ground exhibition includes a fun¬ 
fair and 250 exhibitors.

TWO Kent actors hope to make a dra¬ 
matic difference by bringing fresh 
writing talent to the stage. 

The Churchill Theatre in Bromley offered new 
writers the chance to see their work brought to 
life through its playwriting competition, 
Metamorphosis 08, and the two winning plays - 
one of which is set in the town - will be performed 
this month. 

One of the productions will feature Bromley 
actor Eric Richard, who played Sgt Bob Cryer in 
The Bill for 17 years, and former Grange Hi ll star 
Adam Sopp, from West Wickham. 

The pair will appear in (in parenthesis) by Ben 
Hales, a dark and surreal comedy which sees 21- 
year-old Mr Sopp’s character hanging from the 
side of a mountain throughout the performance. 

The story follows the thought processes of three 
climbers who fall and find themselves suspended 
in mid-air. As they ponder their uncertain fate, 
they begin to conjure up the ghosts of their real 
and imagined pasts. 

As a local actor, Mr Sopp jumped at the chance 
to help bring new writing to the Churchill’s stage. 

“When I saw the job was at the Churchill, I was 
so excited,” he said. 'When I was growing up it 
always had Cats and Starlight Express and big 
tours coming in, but didn’t do new writing.” 

Margate-born Mr Richard plays the husband of 
one of the climbers, as well as a “mystical” person 
from the past. It was the involvement of the 
Churchill’s chief executive, producer and director 
Derek Nicholls, that piqued Mr Richard’s interest. 

“The attraction was that Derek was doing some¬ 
thing in a regional theatre, rather than London,” 
he said. 

“You tend to think the only thing going on in 
theatre is musicals, but we have a great depth of 
writing talent in this country.

“I just wanted to support such a great idea.” 

The second play, Overspill, by Ali Taylor, is a 
high-energy poetic thriller that explores issues of 
youth crime and social exclusion. When a typical 
lads’ night out in Bromley is interrupted by an 
explosion, the three protagonists find themselves 
under suspicion. 

Some Kent theatres and arts centres have suf¬ 
fered funding cuts this year, but in 2007 the Arts 
Council England gave the Churchill a £77,000 
grant to expand its annual playwriting competi¬ 
tion. For Mr Richard, the move towards support¬ 
ing new writers is a welcome one. 

'Who is going to write the TV dramas if writers 
don’t start from the ground up?,” he said. 'We are 
still a literary culture. I don’t think there is any¬ 
thing quite as exciting as live entertainment.” 

Mr Nicholls said Metamorphosis 08 had 
revealed a surprising level of talent in the area. 

'We are very excited about these two plays,” he 
said. ‘We are proud of how they’ve developed into 
inspiring, theatrically adventurous works.” 

The double bill of Overspill and (in parenthesis) 
will run at the Churchill from Wednesday to 
Sunday, June 18-22.

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Aviation tax ‘could 
hit Manston hard’

THE future of Kent International 
Airport is under threat because of 
new aviation taxes, according to 
Conservatives in East Kent. 

Laura Sandys, who will battle Labour vice- 
chairman Stephen Ladyman for his South 
Thanet seat at the next election, claimed 
freight flights at the Manston site would be 
hit hard. 

The Government plans, which will be voted 
on this autumn, will see airport tax for pas¬ 
sengers scrapped and replaced with a new 
tax on the aircraft themselves. 

Ms Sandys said: “The Government’s new 
aviation tax policy will threaten the future of 
Manston Airport with freight flights that 
represent 80 per cent of their current busi¬ 
ness moving across the Channel. This tax 
will hit Manston at a crucial moment in its 
development.” 

Roger Gale, the Tory MP for North Thanet, 
added that the new tax will have “very seri¬ 
ous implications” for Manston. 

Air travel is not the only form of transport 
in Kent facing difficulties, with fast-ferry 
operator SpeedFerries forced to raise the cost 
of its Channel crossings because of soaring 
fuel prices. 

In a letter to its customers, chief executive 
officer, Curt Stavis, warned that all cross- 
Channel ferry operators will be forced to 
raise their prices significantly and, possibly, 
permanently. 

He wrote: “The world has experienced yet 
another dramatic rise in the cost of fuel. 

“The environmentally-friendly diesel used 
by us has been affected the most and we are 
now looking at a scenario whereby the price 
is more than twice that of last year. 

“Although for some time SpeedFerries 
absorbed this increased cost, there is really 
no alternative but to pass on a proportion of 
this price to our customers. 

“I expect the price level of all ferry cross¬ 
ings on the Channel, and everywhere else, to 
rise significantly and I fear this situation 
may very well be permanent.” 

However, a spokesman from ferry operator 
P&O Ferries said the rising cost of oil would 
not affect its prices. 

He said: “Our business model is completely 



different to that of SpeedFerries. 

“They are like the easyJet of the sea - a 
low-cost operator which opts for speed. 
Because of how fast it travels, their ferry 
bums considerable amounts of ftiel. 

“The other problem is the fuel it uses is 
high performance and very expensive - it’s 
like a sports car. SpeedFerries is very vulner¬ 
able to oil costs. 

“Our biggest concern is how big we build 
our ferries. We have restaurants, shops and a 
club-class lounge for our customers to use if 
they wish - our ferries are very different to 
SpeedFerries.” 

Whereas P&O has the advantage of freight 
traffic averaging 70-80 tmcks on each cross¬ 
ing, the fast Dover to Boulogne ferry is small¬ 
er and offers just a car service. 

However, French ferry firm SeaFrance has 
also admitted to changes taking place. 

A spokesperson told KOS Media: ‘We cur¬ 
rently do have a fuel surcharge on coach 
bookings but not on our other tickets. 

“This surcharge is because of the high cost 
of fuel.”

County Hall 
admits covert 
surveillance 

KENT County Council used secret surveil¬ 
lance powers 18 times last year on civilians 
suspected of breaking the law. 

The powers, which include checking tele¬ 
phone records and covert surveillance, have 
largely been used by Kent Trading Standards 
to target rogue traders or people involved in 
counterfeiting. 

The Regulation of Investigatory Powers Act 
(2000) gives authorities the right to use cer¬ 
tain methods to obtain information for the pre¬ 
vention of crime, particularly terrorism. 

Details released to Kent on Sunday show the 
council has used the powers to survey ware¬ 
houses suspected of selling counterfeit toys, to 
observe the loading and unloading of fake 
goods and to identify targets to intercept them. 

They have also been used to observe a vehi¬ 
cle involved in cold-call tarmac work, the iden¬ 
tification of a roadside car seller, someone in 
breach of a court order, and to establish the 
identity of fly-tippers. 

KCC claims that although it is now this act 
that gives it such powers, it has had the right 
to carry out such surveillance for four decades. 

Clive Bainbridge, KCC’s director of commu¬ 
nity safety and regulatory services, said: “In 
the crackdown on illegal activities such as 
rogue trading, selling of counterfeit goods and 
those which scam people of vast amounts of 
money or pose a danger to them, we have 
sought to check telephone subscriber details, 
use covert surveillance and test purchasing to 
identify those breaking the law and seek to 
prosecute them. These practices are used only 
when necessary and are carried out under 
strictly regulated circumstances.” 

Freedom of Information Act requests by the 
Daily Mail newspaper found that 121 councils 
across the UK looked into the private data of 
936 individuals last year. 


Valley gives quarter 
to new development 


THE green light has been given for the first 
of several major developments in the 
Ebbsfleet Valley. 

The 930-home development known as 
Station Quarter North is the first of nine 
housing projects in the area to be approved. 

The land, which will form the majority of 
the area to be renamed Ebbsfleet, is located 
between Stanhope Road and Southfleet 
Road in Swanscombe, with the railway line 
to the north. 

A spokeswoman for Land Securities, the 
developer behind the projects, was unable to 
give a figure for the cost of Station Quarter 
North but said the combined cost of all the 
developments is £3 billion. 

In total, around 10,000 homes are planned 
for the valley. Once built, the other areas will 
be known as Western Cross, Alkerden, Castle 
Hill, Weldon, Washmills, Portland, Cressfield 
and Springhead Park. 

As well as the homes, Station Quarter 
North will have a strong commercial focus, 
including a central piazza, mixed-use build¬ 


ings with shopping and leisure facilities on 
the ground floors and office space above. 

It consists of more than two million square 
feet of ‘employment space’, more than 
600,000 square feet of retail, leisure and 
entertainment space, as well as areas for 
parks and open spaces. 

Adam Cunnington, the company’s develop¬ 
ment director, said: “In creating the master- 
plan for Station Quarter North we have 
strived to create a real sense of place, vibran¬ 
cy and activity. 

“Ebbsfleet Valley isn’t just about new 
homes; this is an opportunity to encourage 
new businesses and retailers to the area and 
provide a number of locations where people 
can spend their leisure time in enhanced nat¬ 
ural surroundings.” 

The next major development awaiting a 
planning decision is to the east of Station 
Quarter North, called Northfleet Rise. 

A planning application has been submitted 
to Gravesham Borough Council and is cur¬ 
rently under consideration.

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Artist’s ray of hope highlights man’s impact 


SPARKING a debate about the sus¬ 
tainability of fishing policies has been 
at the heart of a Thanet artist’s latest 
project. 

For the recent Margate Rocks con¬ 
temporary arts festival, Stephen 
Melton, who works from the 
Meltdowns studios in Ramsgate, 
chose to focus on the plight of the 
thomback ray (raja clavata). 

He said: “Over the last couple of 
years I’ve been fascinated by the 
marine ecology of the Thanet coast 
and local species of fish. 

“I’ve been recreating these by cast¬ 
ing them in bronze and for Margate 


Rocks I wanted to pick one species 
that is not endangered off our coast 
but has been eradicated in many 
areas around Britain.” 

Although the species is not yet fist¬ 
ed as endangered, it could be soon as 
research suggests numbers have 
decreased by more than 50 per cent 
throughout the UK, he said. 

But the work also focuses on the 
contradictory nature and conflicting 
opinions surrounding conservation 
and environmental issues generally. 

Mr Melton has created 200 posters 
(pictured, right) displaying an image 
of the thomback ray and quotes from 


his research from sources including a 
Thanet fisherman and the Centre for 
Environment, Fisheries and 
Agriculture Science. 

They have been distributed to 
schools, libraries and other places of 
education as well as tackle shops, and 
fish and chips shops. 

Mr Melton said his lectures during 
the festival last month proved so suc¬ 
cessful that he will also be performing 
at the Canterbury Festival in 
October. 

He said: “Education is at the heart 
of good conservation. With the best 
will in the world, there are repercus¬ 


sions which need to be acknowledged 
and overcome.” 

The thomback ray will also feature 
in Mr Melton’s on-going project to cre¬ 
ate a “hypothetical museum of the 
23rd century”. 

He said: “The idea is to highlight 
the route we could be going, which 
could see common species becoming 
extinct if more focus is not put on pro¬ 
tecting natural environments. 

“I’ve done a body of work, one of 
which was fisting and documenting 
road-kill, highlighting the regrettable 
repercussions of our processes on the 
planet.”

Park targets deer 
in bluetongue blitz

VETS at a Kent wild animal 
park have begun vaccinating 
their deer against the blue- 
tongue virus. 

Wildwood Trust, based near Canterbury, 
said the measure was taken as part of a 
government programme to stop the spread 
of the disease in the South East. 

Red, fallow and roe deer were vaccinated 
by the charity’s vet using an air-powered 
dart gun. 

‘We normally try to do this type of thing 
when the park is closed,” said Paul 
Wirdnam, the head keeper. 

“But with so many animals we had to do 
some vaccinations with visitors watching. 
Once we explained what we were doing we 
attracted quite a crowd.” 

Bluetongue is a non-contagious vims - 
which does not affect humans - spread by 
midges and is most common in the late 
summer and autumn. 

Cattle, goats and deer are susceptible to 
the vims but the symptoms are most severe 
in sheep. 

The Department for Environment, Food 
and Rural Affairs (Defra) said up to 70 per 
cent of a flock can die from the vims if it 
infects certain breeds of sheep. 

Defra ordered large volumes of the vac¬ 
cine in a bid to stave off big outbreaks of the 


disease this summer. Kent was one of the 
counties first in fine for the vaccine after 
enduring outbreaks of the vims last year. 

In April, the National Farmers’ Union 
(NFU) in the South East sent out 30,000 
postcards and thousands of posters urging 
livestock keepers to order the vaccine. 

Howard Bates, chairman of the NFU’s 
South East livestock board, said the vacci-

nation programme had gone better than 
expected. “I would say almost what we 
expected has been completed. We are ahead 
of schedule now,” he said. 

“The vaccine will have a major effect on 
our preparations and now that the area has 
been blanketed we are hoping not to see any 
outbreaks.” 

Mr Bates, who owns a sheep farm at 
Fairfield, on Romney Marsh, urged farmers 
who had still not vaccinated their livestock 
to do so as quickly as possible. 

He said: “Some people just don’t listen. 
But I am glad we went down the voluntary 
route rather than compulsory because with 
all the checks and balances we would not be 
in the situation we are now with such blan¬ 
ket coverage.” 

Kent is currently inside a protection zone 
that restricts movement of livestock. 

The restriction was put in place after out¬ 
breaks in neighbouring counties, as well as 
several cases within the county, including at 
farms near Ashford and Sevenoaks last 
year. 

Symptoms of bluetongue include high 
fever, excessive saliva, swelling of the head 
and neck, lameness and sometimes dis¬ 
colouration of the tongue. 

Animals that do survive can be left with 
lasting damage, such as a reduction in meat 
and wool production. 

According to a 2006 agricultural census, 
Kent has 1,124 sheep or cattle farms. 
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MPs join protest 
against increase 
in crossing price 


TWO Kent MPs have taken 
the Government to task 
over a proposed price hike 
at the Dartford river 
crossing. 

Both Adam Holloway, Tory MP for 
Gravesham, and Julian Brazier, his 
Canterbury counterpart, attacked 
the plan during a House of Commons 
debate this week. 

The rise in the fee from £1 to £1.50 
to enter or leave Kent on the M25 fol¬ 
lows an 18-month public consulta¬ 
tion into the future of charging and is 
expected to be introduced in the 
autumn. 

This is despite the original cost of 
building the two tunnels under the 
River Thames and the QE2 Bridge 
over it having been met in 2002 - 
with the legal authority to charge a 
toll expiring in April, 2003. 

More than 5,500 people have also 
signed up to a petition on the 10 
Downing Street website calling for 
the toll to be scrapped completely.

ter Rosie Winterton that delays at 
peak times at the crossings were 
“considerably longer” than the 
Government believes. 

He said: “That comfortable picture 
does not reflect what is a daily reali¬ 
ty for thousands. 

“I wonder when the minister will 
do something to alleviate the daily 
misery and cost incurred by millions 
of people who spend, I would guess, 
hundreds of thousands of hours each 
year sitting in traffic jams because of 
the tolls.” 

Mrs Winterton responded that 
without the tolls congestion at peak 
times would be “even worse” and said 
the long-term answer could be to 
build a new crossing. 

Mr Brazier followed up by insisting 
the Thames Gateway regeneration 
will lead to a large increase in lorries 
using the crossing. 

A DfT spokesman said any sugges¬ 
tion of scrapping the charge would be 


counterproductive and compromises 
were already in place. 

He said: “We recognise traffic levels 
are bad but we are taking steps to try 
and reduce congestion through the 
Dart Tag scheme and dropping 
charges at night. 

“Our modelling shows that at peak 
times the bridge and tunnels can be 
overwhelmed so the fee is intended 
more as a congestion charge, which is 
then lifted at quieter times.” 

The department says congestion 
levels would rise if the ‘user fee’ for 
the bridge and tunnels were 
scrapped and it is keeping the origi¬ 
nal £1 charge for those drivers using 
its pre-paid Dart Tag system. 

However, the online petition claims 
that removing the toll booths would 
significantly reduce the amount of 
traffic queuing on either side of the 
river. 

It also argues that exhaust fumes 
generated by waiting cars cause 
unnecessary environmental damage 
and the delays add extra expense to 
and transport costs. 


School loses appeal 


PARENTS, pupils, teachers and 
governors at a Kent special school 
have lost their fight to keep its 
girls-only status. 

Broomhill Bank School, in 
Tunbridge Wells, currently caters 
for girls aged eight to 19 with 
moderate learning difficulties. 

But supporters of the school 
have been locked in a long-run¬ 
ning battle with Kent County 
Council over its plans to re-desig- 
nate it as a co-educational day 
school for five to 19-year-olds with 
communication and interaction 
needs, which includes autistic 
spectrum disorders. 

After so much public objection 
to the proposals the decision was 


passed to the independent schools 
adjudicator. 

This week Alan Parker, the 
adjudicator, ruled in favour of the 
proposals. However, he acknowl¬ 
edged the protestors had “legiti¬ 
mate concerns” that needed to be 
addressed. 

Although residential provision 
would be removed formally, the 
school would retain its facilities, 
which would still be used by both 
current and future pupils, Mr 
Parker said. 

He added that existing pupils 
would remain at the school in an 
all-girls environment and boys 
would not be admitted until 
September, 2009.

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Cash boost for booze busters 


PROJECTS aimed at preventing young peo¬ 
ple in Kent abusing drugs and alcohol have 
received a £300,000 boost from the NHS. 

The Kent Dmg and Alcohol Action Team 
(KDAAT) will use the extra funding to put 
more money into discouraging excessive 
drinking and informing young people about 
the dangers of drugs. 

Kent Country Council’s alcohol misuse 
select committee looked at the consequences 
of young people binge drinking and the dam¬ 
aging effects it can have on their own lives, 
their families and the wider community. 

Cllr Mike Hill, KCC’s member for commu¬ 
nity services, said: “The recent KCC report 
has provided an excellent basis on which to 


build on and pioneer our responses to the 
alcohol problem. This programme will be 
launched in July and with the increased 
funding, there will be a range of activities to 
work with families and communities.”

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‘Regeneration 
will motor on’ 

Economic climate will not slow down 

Thames Gateway plans, savs ex-boss

THE former head of the £9 billion 
Thames Gateway project has 
said it will “motor on” despite 
fears the credit crunch could 
affect its investors. 

Speaking to KOS Media, the new chief 
executive of regeneration body Ashford’s 
Future, Judith Armitt, said “long-estab¬ 
lished” projects such as the Thames 
Gateway and Ashford should withstand the 
economic downturn. 

Mrs Armitt was sacked as the Thames 
Gateway’s chief executive in December after 
little over a year in the job. Her new role 
puts her at the helm of Ashford’s 30-year 
regeneration plans. 

Her dismissal followed a report by the 
House of Commons Public Accounts 
Committee that described the project’s 
management as “weak”. 

It also warned that unless serious 
changes happened, “it will remain a series 
of disjointed projects and is unlikely to 
achieve its full potential”. 

Progress 

The Thames Gateway plans involve 
160,000 houses being built by 2016 in an 
area stretching 40 miles eastwards from 
Canary Wharf to the mouth of the Thames 
Estuary, taking in Dartford, Gravesham, 
Medway and Swale. It also aims to create 
225,000 jobs. 

Mrs Armitt, who is also a former chief 
executive of Medway Council, said she 
expected both the Thames Gateway and 
Ashford to continue to progress while some 
other regeneration projects could be hit by 
the credit crunch. 

She said: “I think we will have to wait and 
see what happens in terms of all growth 
areas, whether all those [areas] identified 
for growth will all take off immediately. 

“Those that are well-established, like 
Ashford and the Thames Gateway, will 
continue to motor on. They are not in compe¬ 
tition with each other.” 

She said she was unable to speak 
about her dismissal, but insisted the ambi-

tious Thames Gateway plans were still 
achievable. 

She said: “It’s a very big project but it is 
a do-able project, given the right resources 
and the right leadership.” 

Speaking about Ashford, which could dou¬ 
ble in size over the next 30 years, Mrs Armitt 
insisted the future was bright. 

She said the high-speed rail line, due to 
open next year, would make a “fundamental 
difference” to the town and insisted impor¬ 
tant work to improve its infrastructure was 
already going ahead. 

“We have been talking about it for ages, 
but it is only next year now. I think people 
underestimate how much difference it will 
make. It gives opportunities not just for 
work but for investment in Ashford and 
around the county.” 

She also said it was not “terrifically likely” 
that Eurostar would withdraw more train 
services from Ashford International and 
said that as the town expands she expects to 
see more services to Continent stopping in 
the town.

THE chief executive of the 
health service in the South 
East is confident a pledge 
to eliminate hospital- 
acquired infections by 2018 
will be met. 

Promises to end patients becom¬ 
ing infected with Clostridium diffi¬ 
cile and MRSA in hospitals were 
unveiled as the strategic health 
authority for Kent, Surrey and 
Sussex, the NHS South East Coast, 
launched its 10-year vision for the 
region on Monday. 

The document, Healthier People, 
Excellent Care, was published as 
part of health minister Lord Darzi’s 
review of the NHS, and superbug 
targets include ensuring there are 
no “avoidable” infections of hospital- 
acquired MRSA and fewer than 
2,000 cases of C diff by 2011. 

Candy Morris, the authority’s 
chief executive, told KOS Media: “I 
have to say we are already well on 
our way to that [the 2011 target]. 

“There have been significant 
reductions - nearly 50 per cent over 
the last three years - and the rates 
have gone down considerably, espe¬ 
cially in Kent for C diff.” 

She said targets would be met 
because all the hospital trusts and 
primary care trusts had put pro¬ 
grammes in place to monitor com¬ 
pliance with hand-hygiene regula- 
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2008

tions, pharmacists had come up 
with prescribing policies to control 
the amount of antibiotics, and tech¬ 
niques were in place so equipment 
is cleaned properly. 

Mrs Morris said: “Most hospitals 
have started screening planned 
admissions and if they have MRSA 
on their skin. In Dartford, three 
years ahead of time, they have 
started screening all emergency 
admissions, which is why we are 
confident - although it is an ambi¬ 
tious pledge.” 

The vision follows a national con¬ 
sultation and patients, members of 
the public and health workers from 
across Kent, Surrey and Sussex met 
Lord Darzi via video link. 

KOS Media asked Mrs Morris 
whether she thought the superbug 
scandal at Maidstone and 
Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust’s hospi¬ 
tals had an impact on the region’s 
priorities. “I expect you’re right,” she 
said. “Up and down the country peo¬ 
ple have said cleanliness and safety 
are really important, but here there 


will have been a special focus. That 
is why we felt it was important to 
make a pledge further than the rest 
of the country. National policy is to 
reduce C diff by 23 per cent. Our 
target is 55 per cent.” 

Other pledges include treating all 
stroke, heart attack and major 
injury patients in specialist centres. 

Mrs Morris said these would be 
“centres of excellence” in existing 
hospitals and that the PCTs had 
already been working on plans, 
which would be announced soon. 

People will be able to have medical 
tests to diagnose and manage ill¬ 
nesses at home, through extended 
Telehealth’ schemes already avail¬ 
able in parts of Kent. 

Mrs Morris added: “Increasingly 
people will see pharmacists able to 
provide diagnostic tests and helping 
patients manage their health.”

Start them young, urges reader 


HEALTH and education bosses should be focusing on 
hand hygiene in schools, a KOS Media reader has said. 

Barrie Peters, who lives in Aylesford, expressed con¬ 
cern after his eight-year-old granddaughter said they 
used “disgusting” bars of soap at her school.

Parents’ anguish one 
year after loss of son 


THE parents of man 
killed by a hit-and-run 
driver have marked the 
first anniversary of his 
death with an emotional 
plea for help in tracing 
the motorist. 

Neil Martin, 43, was crossing 
Old Road West, Gravesend, on 
Thursday, May 31, 2007, 

between 7.20pm and 
7.30pm when a silver 
Ford Escort which 
was parked in the 
road, reversed into 
him. 

The car hit Mr 
Martin and contin¬ 
ued to drag him back¬ 
wards until a passer¬ 
by starting banging 
on the car’s window 
to make the driver 
aware of the collision. 

The motorist then 
sped off towards 
Pelham Road and 
Perry Street. He has 
never been caught. 

Mr Martin, from Gravesend, was 
taken to St George’s Hospital in 
Tooting but lost his fight for life 
a week later, on June 7. 

His mother, Joan Martin, said: 
“Although we lost Neil a year 
ago, we still feel our grief acutely 
and that pain has not eased with 
time. We need to find out what 
happened that evening so we 
can get some peace of mind. 


“If anyone has any information 
that would help the police, 
please come forward and help us 
get closure on this tragic loss of 
our wonderful son.” 

The driver is an Asian male, in 
his late 20s or early 30s. The car 
is believed to be a silver Ford 
Escort and police are keen to 
speak to anyone who may have 
witnessed the collision or seen 
the car drive off. 

They also want to hear from 
anyone who may 
have seen the car 
parked in the area 
around Old Road 
West between 

Pelham Road and 
Cecil Road on or near 
the day of the 
collision. 

Det Sgt Tom Duff 
said: ‘We are appeal¬ 
ing for the driver, or 
anyone who knows 
who he is, to come for¬ 
ward. The driver may 
have been genuinely 
unaware of exactly 
what had happened. 
Alternatively, he may 
have panicked and driven off 
without realising how serious 
Mr Martin’s injuries were.” 

“Neil’s parents need answers 
to what happened and we hope 
someone out there will have the 
courage to tell us.”

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Great Britain’s cartoon culture 



Free exhibition’s satirical look at our heritage 


THE history of modern British 
culture is being told in a new 
exhibition - in cartoon form. 

The University of Kent holds Europe’s 
largest collection of satirical cartoons from 
newspapers and magazines, a selection of 
which are on display in Canterbury’s Beaney 
Institute. 

The title of the exhibition is Cultured 
Cartooned and it aims to show how the UK’s 
culture has been lampooned by artists since 
the late 1800s. 

It includes original artworks and copies of 
published cartoons taking a light-hearted look 
at everything from the opera to the Olympics.

Dr Nicholas Hiley, the head of the universi¬ 
ty’s cartoon archive, said some of the artists 
would have winced at the thought of being 

He told KOS Media: “One of the risks of an 
exhibition like this is that it pokes fun at the 
pretensions of the cultured, it may feel as 
though it undermines the whole exercise. 


“Certainly a lot of British cartoonists have 
always had an ironic, detached view of the 
world. Some cartoonists don’t like to be 
thought of as artists or even satirists, but 
journalists. 

“Some probably wouldn’t like the idea of 
taking their original drawing and putting it 
in a frame and exhibiting it. I hope no-one’s 
offended by it.” 

Dr Hiley said he hoped the exhibition would 
show the British have always viewed popular 
or high culture with a “certain irreverence”. 

He said: “I think it brings out a lot of 
themes over the past 100 years. Some ideas 
and attitudes that we think are quite new 
really aren’t. 


“There was a lot of wry mocking of modem 
art all the way back to the 1920s and 30s. 

“When I saw the final collection hung I just 
laughed out loud. A lot of my work is quite 
bureaucratic, so to see them in this way was 
really enjoyable.” 

Dr Hiley said he was “not allowed” to have 
a favourite artist, but he did have a favourite 
cartoon. It’s from the 1910s and is about the 
emotion in opera (pictured top left). 

“Some wonderfully spoofed operatic 
characters are shown conveying different 
emotions, but they are striking exactly the 
same poses for each one.” 

The exhibition is running from now until 
July 26 and admission is free.

A WARSHIP with close 
links to Kent hosted a 
meeting between the heads 
of Arab navies, writes 
Jamie McGinnes. 

HMS Chatham, which is affiliated 
with the Medway town, polices the 
North Arabian Gulf and Iraqi terri¬ 
torial waters, guarding the flow of 
oil from Iraq. 

The frigate continuously patrols 
3,000m exclusion zones around 
Iraq’s Khawr A1 Amaya and A1 
Basra oil terminals. 

HMS Chatham is the flagship of a 
coalition flotilla, commanded by the 
Royal Navy’s Commodore Duncan 
Potts, that on any one day consists 
of at least two frigates or destroyers, 
as well as patrol boats, helicopters 
and a support ship. 

This week, the navy revealed 
HMS Chatham was the venue for a 
meeting between the Iraqi and 
Kuwaiti navies and coastguard, 
aimed at improving relations and 
security in the region. 

It was the first meeting between 
the Iraqi and Kuwaiti navies since 
1991, when the first GulfWar ended. 

Commodore Potts said: “I think 
warm relationships were estab¬ 
lished and we were also able to start 
to put in place some confidence¬ 
building measures for the Kuwaiti 
Navy, coastguard and Iraqi Navy to 


use in their waters. All this must 
be good for regional security and 
stability.” 

As well as protecting the flow of 
oil, the crew of HMS Chatham is 
helping train Iraqi sailors and 
marines so Iraq can eventually take 
responsibility for its oil platforms. 

A navy spokesman said: “This 
enduring commitment is making 
good progress, with Iraqi forces now 
having responsibility for the defence 
of some aspects of both terminals.” 

Iraqi sailors and marines are 
already involved in boarding 
tankers as part of security checks. 

During a visit to Khawr A1 Amaya 
oil terminal in April, Admiral 
Jawad, head of the Iraqi Navy, 
thanked coalition forces. 


“Maybe we won’t remember each 
man after three or four years, but 
we will remember your countries - 
when you helped my country during 
this critical time,” he said. 

More unusual visitors to the plat¬ 
forms and ships have been thou¬ 
sands of migratory birds, making a 
pit stop before continuing north to 
their breeding grounds. 

Besides the scientific interest, 
with 70 species recorded, many 
sailors found themselves as 
impromptu perches, as birds settled 
on hands, heads, and feet after the 
arduous flight across the Gulf.

The only tribute currently is a 
road named after him near Biggin 
Hill Airport and one at Uxbridge 
where he was based. 

Terry Smith, the campaign 
leader and chief executive of a 
City broking firm who has said he 
will pay the £100,000 cost of the 
statue, said: “There could be no 
more fitting time to commemo¬ 
rate Park’s leadership.”

TORY leader David Cameron has 
said he hopes to turn the whole of 
Kent blue at the next election. 

Speaking to KOS Media during a 
whistlestop visit to Gillingham on Tuesday, 
Mr Cameron said that for a party to win a 
general election it must take the marginal 
seats of Kent. 

In May, the Conservatives released a list of 
103 vulnerable marginals, including eight 
Labour-held constituencies in Kent. 

Ah have smaller majorities than the one 
overturned by the Tories in the recent Crewe 
and Nantwich by-election. The only Labour 
seat seat not on the list was Erith and 
Thamesmead, where John Austin has an 


11,500 majority. This too would be lost if the by- 
election swing was repeated at an election. 

Mr Cameron was speaking after an appear¬ 
ance at the Sunlight Trust community centre 
where he and Tunbridge Wehs MP Greg Clark 
launched a green paper on social enterprise. 

Earlier in the day, he held a meeting of the 
Tory shadow cabinet at County Hall in 
Maidstone before sending his front bench 
team to towns across the South East. 

Mr Cameron insisted Tuesday’s “blitz on 
Kent” was not the start of a prolonged elec¬ 
tion campaign. 

Asked if he thought the party could win all 
the county’s seats at the next election, he 
responded: “I hope so.” 

He added: “It shows what an important 
county Kent is - it is hugely important to our 
economy. If you can’t win the marginal seats 


of Kent you can’t form the Government. I 
know how hard we have to work here. 

“We want to win more seats in Kent. We 
control Kent and Medway councils, we won 
Maidstone in May. 

“I want us to make sure we work for the 
people of Kent so we can bring the changes 
this country needs.” 

He also singled out Kent County Council 
for praise, having been introduced to the cab¬ 
inet’s members while at County Hall. 

He said: “Politicians spend too much time in 
Westminster, that’s why I got my shadow cab¬ 
inet here to meet with KCC and to send them 
around the county to visit businesses and vol¬ 
untary groups. 

“I thought, let’s listen to KCC and then get 
out into Kent and Medway, seeing what hap¬ 
pens and what is needed.”

‘Big hitters’ 
are ready 
for battle 

THEY may not have said so explicitly but 
the Conservative campaign for Kent start¬ 
ed in earnest this week. 

After holding a shadow cabinet meeting in Maidstone 
on Tuesday David Cameron ordered his front-bench 
troops to fan out across the county. 

The next general election may be as far as two years 
away, but the Tories are under no illusions that the coun¬ 
ty’s marginal seats will be key to their chances of victory.

Mr Osborne said: “I was delighted to visit Pfizer, an 
incredibly important employer in East Kent, and to talk 
about their groundbreaking work. South Thanet and 



are facing and what they’d like to see from a Conservative 
government.” 


Theresa May, the shadow leader of the Commons, visit¬ 
ed the Arrow Riding for the Disabled centre at Darenth in 
Dartford. Alan Duncan, the shadow secretary for busi¬ 
ness, visited the Thames Gateway Chamber of Commerce 
in Rochester. Nick Herbert, the shadow justice secretary, 
made his way to HMP Maidstone, while party chairman 
Caroline Spelman was not far away at Gatland Park. 

Mr Clark said the county would be “tightly contested” at 
the next election. 

It is important, 
but not just for marginal seats. It is a microcosm of the 
country.

During the month of April, Kent 
Highway Services carried out an 
intensive campaign to tackle the 
potholes on Kent’s roads. A wet 
summer, followed by a wet winter 
last year, meant that the county’s 
roads took a pounding and we 
listened when you told us that 
repairing them was a priority issue. 

In response, we allocated more 
crews to the task of fixing 
potholes and we asked you to help 
us by getting in touch and telling 
us where they were. 

We had an excellent response, 
which helped us to repair more 
than 11,300 potholes - well 
over 1,000 more than we 
estimated we would fix. 


Most of the repairs were carried out 
as a result of reports from residents 
and our Highway Inspectors, and 
the rest were done by highway 
crews repairing unreported 
potholes on their own initiative. 

However, the end of the intensive 
campaign doesn’t mean that work 
stops or that we’ll be resting on our 
laurels and we still need your help. 
We look after one of the largest road 
networks in Britain but we can’t be 
everywhere, so thank you for your 
help and please keep helping us to 
spot the potholes.

At Kent Highway Services, we’re 
always looking for ways to improve 
traffic flow and for ways to encourage 
use of the bus network to reduce the 
number of cars on our roads. 

One of the ways that we encourage 
people to use the bus network is 
by helping it run smoothly and 
that’s where the Kent Bus 
Tracking System comes in. 

The system has been developed 
on a countywide basis and 
provides information on bus 
services at over 150 stops. Across 
the county, there are 350 buses 
fitted with global positioning system 
(GPS) equipment and radios to report 
their position to a central computer in our 
Maidstone Traffic Management Centre. In 
addition, buses operating on a variety of local 
bus services within the county can be seen via a link 
from the Kent Traffic and Travel website. You can also see 
virtual signs showing departures from selected stops on certain routes - just go to 
www.kent.gov.uk/travel and click on ‘Bus Routes’. 

So how does all the technology help? Buses can now send messages as they approach traffic 
signals at over 100 key junctions and, where possible, are given priority to minimise delays. The 
electronic data gathered from buses also gives us an early indication of congestion, and trend 
data can help to identify parts of the network where investigations could be helpful.

Exhibition marks a century 
of women and Freemasonry

AT THE end of the 19th century, 
as suffragettes fought for full 
civic and legal rights, a group of 
women decided they wanted the 
right to join the rigidly all-male 
fraternity of the Freemasons. 

That was 100 years ago, and what start¬ 
ed with the creation of a Masonic lodge for 
men and women, turned into an all-female 
organisation which now has an estimated 
20,000 ‘brethren’ in Britain. 

Now, the staunchly men-only United 
Grand Lodge of England has allowed its 
female counterparts to hold an exhibition 
at its London headquarters to celebrate the 
centenary of women and Freemasonry. 

The exhibition charts the development 
of the women’s movement with historical 
documents and objects on display. 



CELEBRATION: Pendant commemorates

Dr Iris Oktabcova, a past deputy grand 
master who lives in Whitstable, has 
designed a pendant for the exhibition in 
the Masonic colour of pale blue, with 
three pillars representing wisdom, 
strength and beauty. 

She said: “It is a milestone - we’ve been 
going for 100 years. We feel gratified the 
United Grand Lodge is hosting this. 

“I joined in my early 20s mainly 
because my father and grandfather were 
Freemasons. I suppose it was curiosity.” 

Asked what she has gained from being 
part of the fraternity, she said: “It is a place, 
where you can go to be relaxed and shut 
out the outside world after a stressful day.” 

Freemasonry, based on belief in a spiritu¬ 
al being, to the uninitiated conjures up 
images of secret handshakes and arcane 
rituals, which is true to a certain extent. 

“The outside world is very concerned with 
secrets,” said Dr Oktabcova. “It’s not a 
secret society because everyone knows 
if you are a Freemason and everyone can 
join, but it does have secret rituals. 

“Everyone comes into it totally ignorant. 
They start at the bottom and progresses 
according to the time and interest they 
have available. 

“You cannot disclose secrets because the 
whole essence is spiritual and impossible to 
communicate to someone not in the order.” 

She added that Freemasons do a great 
deal of charitable work and explained the 
three cornerstones of Masonry - brotherly 
love, relief and truth. 

In the UK it officially began when suf¬ 
fragettes Annie Besant and Francesca 
Arundale broke down the barriers of the 
brotherhood. 


But, Diane Clements, director of the 
Library and Museum of Freemasonry, said: 
“There were mixed lodges in France in the 
second half of the 18th century. 

“Members of the Royal family and most 
famously Napoleon’s [first] wife, Josephine, 
were members. But it was a different move¬ 
ment by the end of the 19th century and real¬ 
ly more to do with women’s rights.” 

The free exhibition is being held at the 
museum in Freemasons’ Hall, Great Queen 
Street, until December 19.

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Four-star KCC ‘the best’

KENT County Council has been 
rated an “excellent authority” by 
the Audit Commission - making 
it the best in the country 

For the second year running the authori¬ 
ty earned a maximum four-star rating. 

It was praised for its strong performance 
and clear ambitions, the quality of staff and 
councillors, its ability to attract and gener¬ 
ate money and its work tackling depriva¬ 
tion and improving employment skills. 

The report also praised KCC’s record of 
delivering schemes such as the Kent 
Success apprenticeships, the Freedom 
Pass, and targeted skills development for 
14 to 16-year-olds. 

School standards watchdog Ofsted also 
published two reports on Kent this week: 
the Joint Area Review and Kent Youth 
Service’s enhanced inspection. 

Dedication 

Both were also given outstanding ratings. 

Tory council leader Paul Carter said: “It is 
the result of hard work and dedication by 
our 45,000 staff delivering excellent servic¬ 
es in Kent. 

“I am particularly pleased because this 
year the inspection regime was much hard¬ 
er. We are on a continual journey of 
improvement. There is still work to be done 
in improving the quality of life and oppor¬ 
tunities for people in Kent.” 

The only other county council to be 
awarded the maximum four stars was 
Hampshire. 

But County Hall’s Labour group insisted 
the report was “not as good as they’d have 
us believe”. 

They pointed out that while the council 
retained the maximum four-out-of-four 
scores for ambition and prioritisation, it 
dropped from four to three for performance 
management and capacity. 

Dr Mike Eddy, Labour’s opposition leader, 
praised the authority’s staff but insisted 
the Audit Commission had “sent a very

clear message that there are things KCC could 
do a lot better”. 

He said: We’ve always known KCC never 
found it difficult to be ambitious. But we’ve 
always said that it should listen more to other 
people’s ambitions and the Audit Commission 
has backed us up by saying that KCC should 
adopt a more inclusive and listening approach. 

“We’ve always said KCC’s Conservative lead¬ 
ership is happy to take the credit for other peo¬ 
ple’s achievements, from government depart¬ 


ments down to small voluntary groups. And 
again, the Audit Commission agrees. 

We’ve previously picked up on areas where 
KCC is weak - equalities practice; environmen¬ 
tal issues such as recycling, waste volumes, and 
air quality; handling complaints about its own 
performance. And again the commission agreed 
that the council needs to deliver improvements 
on these issues.” 

An Audit Commission report into Medway’s 
housing services was not so positive. 


The council’s services were described as poor, 
which was reflected in a zero out of three star 
rating. Services that were covered by the 
inspection included homelessness and housing 
advice, private-sector housing and work to 
deliver new affordable housing. 

The inspection identified a number of signifi¬ 
cant weaknesses in the approach to strategic 
housing, including limited work to tackle poor 
housing conditions in the private sector, a lack 
of clear, up-to-date housing strategies and low 
levels of customer satisfaction with the home¬ 
lessness service. 

However, the council is delivering compara¬ 
tively high levels of good quality, affordable new 
homes.

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THE first Folkestone Triennial 
opens next week and one of the 
artists involved believes it could 
transform the town’s fortunes. 

Well-known artists from around the world 
have come to the coastal town to create 
sculptures and other public artworks for the 
three-month art festival, which launches next 
Saturday. 

It is one of the most ambitious art events ever 
staged in the UK and among the participants 
are Turner Prize winner Mark Wallinger, My 
Bed creator Tracey Emin and French ‘sound- 
scape’ artist Christian Boltanski. 

Avant garde Los Angeles-based designer Pae 
White has also come across the Atlantic to 
create a special dog park for local canines and 
their owners. 

The event is planned to be repeated in the 
town every three years and some artworks 
will remain after it closes. 

Richard Wilson, a renowned London-based 
sculptor, said Folkestone will benefit hugely 
from the event. 

Mr Wilson has used sections of the crazy golf 
course from the town’s Rotunda to create three 
beach huts. 

He told KOS Media: “I think Folkestone is 
very, very lucky to have the number of high- 
profile artists down there. 

“It will create good media attention, not just 
locally or nationally, but in the exclusive art 
magazines across the world. People will read 
Folkestone and think about the Triennial.” 

He said his own work was “a metaphor for 
the town”. 

He added: ‘When I went down there it was a 
rather forgotten, forlorn and possibly soon 
extinguished town. The town seemed to be in 
decline. I saw that in the golf course, which 
had been abandoned. The idea was to take the 
old Folkestone crazy golf course and, through 
an artistic outcome, transform that situation 
into something completely new.” 

The beach huts will be for display only and 
not for public use. 

Shortlist 

The intention is for the various exhibits to 
reflect something of the town’s history. 

Mr Wallinger has individually numbered 
19,240 pebbles taken from Folkestone’s shingle 
beach to represent the number of British dead 
on the first day of the Battle of the Somme in 
1916. He is also the creator of the design for a 
massive horse which tops the shortlist for a 
new piece of public art at Ebbsfleet Valley. 

Meanwhile, Mr Boltanski’s sound pieces on 
the town’s public benches will play letters sent 
by and to soldiers in World War One, many of 
whom left for France from the port of Folkestone. 

In contrast, Margate’s Tracey Emin will be 
exhibiting baby clothes found in the street and 
then cast in bronze. 

The event is part of the regeneration scheme 
for the town spearheaded by the Creative 
Foundation with ex-Saga boss Roger de Haan 
at the forefront. 

Other artists and groups involved in the 
Folkestone Triennial are Nathan Coley, Tacita 
Dean, Ayse Erkman, Jepe Hein, Sejla Kameric, 
Robert Kusmirowski, Langlands and Bell, 
Kaffe Matthews, Ivan and Heather Morison, 
Nils Norman with Gavin Wade and Simon and 
Tom Bloor, Susan Philipsz, Public Works, 
Patrick Tuttofuoco and Richard Wentworth.

TWO media studies lecturers from Christ 
Church University had a chance to see leg¬ 
endary filmmaker Martin Scorsese in action 
when they visited the set of his latest movie. 

The Taxi Driver director is filming thriller 
Shutter Island near Boston in America, 
where Bryan Hawkins and Eddie McMillan 
were allowed on-set. 

Set to be released early next year, it stars 
Leonardo DiCaprio as a US Marshall on the 
trail of a woman accused of murdering her 
children and is on the run from an asylum for 
the insane. 

Based on a book by novelist Dennis 
Lehane, it will feature flashback sequences 
set in Dachau concentration camp. 

Mr Hawkins said: “It was strange arriving 
in Boston and then finding ourselves in 
Dachau - there was even fake snow. 

“The visit was arranged by Mr Scorsese’s 
editor Thelma Schoomaker-Powell, who is an 
honorary fellow of the university, and we dis¬ 
cussed some future research projects. We also 
had a chance to meet the director himself. 

“It was very interesting to see how he 
looked so in control.

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Sunshine in her eyes 

Famous artist’s work on disp lay at 
castle where she sold first painting

WHEN fledgling artist Dorothea 
Sharp sold her first painting, 
the buyer was the owner of 
Hever Castle. 

More than half a century after her 
death, the work of the now renowned 
Impressionist is being exhibited in the 
hallowed surroundings of the castle that 
was Anne Boleyn’s home. 

John Malcolm Guthrie, the man who 
purchased that first painting, clearly knew 
how to spot talent. 

Miss Sharp (1874-1955), who was bom 
and raised in Dartford, was described by 
the editor of The Artist in 1935 as “one of 
England’s greatest living woman painters”. 

In total, 19 of her paintings are on display 
in the castle as part of a month celebrating 
the 100th anniversary of its renovation by 
William Waldorf Astor. 

Miss Sharp, the daughter of a 
timber merchant, went to art school 
in London after inheriting £100 
from a relative on her mother’s side 
of the family. 

Headstrong 

This was much to the disapproval 
of her family, especially as 
Edwardian ladies were expected to 
paint with watercolours in their 
drawing rooms. 

However, the young, headstrong 
Miss Sharp used her money to 
paint with oils at the Regent Street 
School of Art. 

She stood out from her contempo¬ 
raries with her vivid use of colour, 
movement and sunshine, having spent 
time travelling in Europe and discover¬ 
ing, among others, Claude Monet. 

Helen Entwisle, author of a biography 
of the artist called Rock Pools and 
Sunshine, told KOS Media it was Miss 
Sharp’s use of colour that first attracted 
her to her work. 

She said: “I came across her paintings 
18 years ago. I was overwhelmed by them 
so I started to find out about her life. 

“[Her work] suggests an easy-going 
lifestyle. She wanted to capture the 
happy side of life.” 

She never returned to Kent 






to live, instead spending much 
of her adulthood in Cornwall, 
painting by the sea. 

The Guthrie family became 
keen fans of Miss Sharp’s work 
and went on to buy a further five 
paintings. 

They are all part of the exhibi¬ 
tion, alongside works from gal¬ 
leries and private collectors.

Not the last we’ll 
see of big guns 

THE Tory bigwigs’ descent on the county 
this week indicated Kent will be a key 
battleground in the next general election. 

Although no date has been set, the next 
election will be some time in the next two 
years and the Conservatives are already 
starting to put in the groundwork. 

Leader David Cameron brought his 
shadow cabinet to Maidstone for a private 
policy meeting at County Hall before 
senior figures fanned out to marginal 
constituencies across Kent. 

The frontbench assault on the county 
comes with the party flying high after 
winning the Crewe and Nantwich by- 
election. Despite much of the county being 
a Tory stronghold, Kent has not been fully 
blue since Margaret Thatcher’s heyday. 

Kent’s Labour-held constituencies will 
be among the most fiercely contested in 
the country and our MPs will need to 
think long and hard about how best to 
retain their seats with voters feeling 
disillusioned and unsure. 

During the last election both Gordon 
Brown and Tony Blair visited the county, 
so expect to see a lot more household 
names as the battle for votes intensifies. 

The Chinese way 

THE success of a Kent company in 
securing a global licensing deal with a 
leading Chinese firm makes for welcome 
news in the current economic climate. 

Synchronica, which makes mobile 
phone software, has done well as a small 
company to break into the emerging 
foreign markets and now has huge 
potential for growth.

Transforming transport 

TIM GARBUTT is very much 

aware of how much change 

our transport industry faces 
in order to remain viable 


THE interesting thing 
about being involved in 
the green business world 
is helping to re-gear the 
transport industry. 

Here in Kent we’ve seen the 
relentless tarmacking of what’s 
too often viewed as London’s 
backyard rather than one of the 
world’s biosphere regions. 

And climate change means at 
the very least a re-think on many 
motoring policies, whether it be 
road-building, car-parking, car- 
ownership, public transport or 
noise reduction. 

Clearly massive road-building 
over the last 50 years in the UK 
(the Ml was opened in 1959 and 
the M25 in 1986) has reached a 
peak where even the Government 
points out that building more 
roads simply leads to them 
becoming jammed - no wonder 
with car ownership soaring from 
2.8 million cars in 1959 to 27.5 
million now. 

Much debate revolves around 
the actual fuel that powers 
transport. 

With Shell and the other petrol 
companies last month introduc¬ 
ing a five per cent biofuel additive 
to their diesel fuel the reliance on 
old oil is over. 

But will a reliance on biofuel 
actually harm the planet? The 
link between increasing arable 
land for cash crops and now biofu¬ 
el crops is potentially a real dan¬ 
ger for increasing emissions in 
both directions: burning fuel in 
the car and clearing forest cover 


that scrubs carbon dioxide from 
the atmosphere. 

In the immediate future there’s 
Oil Drum: Kent’s secret weapon. 
Based in Sittingbourne the 
boffins there have adapted hydro¬ 
gen from the combustion chamber 
of lorries and buses, resulting in 
20 per cent increased fuel efficien¬ 
cy and reduced emissions. The 
technology is simply a bolt-on 
extra with few changes needed to 
the engine. 

Sugar cane 

And already Kent’s Enviro- 
group and several food companies 
are offering discounted products 
for reclaiming food oil. Buying a 
chip shop and make a profit on 
the oil might be a viable business 
model for the future. 

You might even want to sprin¬ 
kle olive oil in your petrol tanks 
(no, biofuel tanks) rather than 
your salad. But there are a couple 
of tropical crops that might pro¬ 
vide an even more sustainable 
future. 

A recent conference described 
Thailand as the Detroit of the 
East for its focus on the motor car 


and motorbike industry. Anyone 
who bought a Toyota or Honda 
probably remembers cheap gags 
about them being ‘rice-burners’. 

We may not be too far from that 
scenario. Tropical plants seem 
increasingly viable to fuel this 
motor production: FEDIOL, the 
EU grain industry body, cite up to 
20 per cent of EU biodiesel needs 
may originate from South East 
Asia by 2010. 

Palm oil, coconut oil, soy bean oil 
and sunflower oil have been 
prevalent to date, but now we’re 
seeing the growth of sugar cane 
from the tropics. Sugar cane is 
hardy and fast-growing, even pro¬ 
viding several crops a year, and 
thrives in poor soil with almost no 
fertiliser or chemicals. 

Pomphan Phanphattrapong, of 
the Centre for Environmental 
Strategy, said: “Biofuel in all its 
different forms is fuelling alterna¬ 
tive transport strategies of the 
new millennium.” 

A little further afield, California 
is actively aiming to replace 20 
per cent of on-road gasoline con¬ 
sumption with lower-carbon fuels, 
more than triple the size of the 



state’s renewable fuels market. 
This rush to biofuel will triple 
renewable usage in California. 
Our cousins in Virginia Beach are 
already looking at ‘cool concrete’ 
that both reflects heat and is 
porous to rainwater to allow for 
increased vegetation and flood 
management. 

Sugar cane from Asia and the 
Americas may be the option that 
powers our transport of the 
future. 

We may not witness the de-tar- 
macking of our country to allow 
for sugar cane, palm trees and 
cacti displays as the temperature 
mounts ever higher; but visiting 
the sugar cane plantations and 
olive groves of the Costa Del Kent 
in your biocar might be the tourist 
or work journey in the Garden of 
England of the future.

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Stop complaining and 
look at the big picture 


It has become customary for us to slag off 
the Government, Gordon Brown in particu¬ 
lar, for any perceived failure in English life. 

Last week Colin Davies, a great upholder 
of English ‘fair play 5 (how different is this 
from Welsh, Irish or Scots ‘fair play 5 ?) claims 
a government cock-up over Northern Rock. 

How can this be? Here was a business that 
had nothing whatever to do with the 
Government, which nearly came a cropper 
through its own misjudgement of the market. 

The Government stepped in to save the 
bank as people rushed to take their money 
(and so prevent a run on other banks). Would 
Colin Davies enjoy such financial turmoil? 

Mr Davies may have a point over diesel 
fuel, although hauliers on the verge of col¬ 
lapse still seem to be able to waste a day’s 


income and a day’s fuel costs in their ill-con¬ 
ceived blockade. We should of course be 
planning to reduce road haulage before our 
children choke with lung disease. But this 
will take some time. 

NHS: I’ve always found this to be wonder¬ 
ful.

Cling to its pathetic belief 
that we have some kind of special relationship 
with the USA - a relationship that country 
has got, but not with us? Out of the EU it is 
hardly likely the USA would notice that 
England exists - and we would, of course, lose 
our seat on the Security Council. 

The idea this country acts as some kind of 
link between the USA and the EU is laugh¬ 
able - George Bush does of course have a tele¬ 
phone and for all I know an email address. 

However, the USA can teach us to do as it 
does; look after the interests of our own coun¬ 
try and its subjects. That includes not taking 
part in wrong wars on behalf of a foreign 
power and destroying what influence we have 
left in the world. 


Mr Bentley was wrong with nearly every 
point he made. No doubt there was an increase 
in prices with the introduction of the euro - as 
there was when our currency went decimal in 
the 70s. The profiteers are ever with us. 

But prices are still, in general, less in the 
other EU countries then they are here. I have 
bought English beer and CDs for less in 
Sweden than they are here, and the cost of 
hotels and meals in the EU countries I have 
visited have all been considerably less than I 
would have to pay in the UK - so far as possi¬ 
ble comparing like for like. 

Most of those countries have higher business 
overhead expenses as well - including social 
security. When it comes to government and big 
business Great Britain is still rip off Britain! 

Mr Bentley forgets that pre-war we still had 
an Empire - one we could not afford to keep 
post-war and ultimately we had no choice but 
to give the various countries their independ¬ 
ence. We also had Imperial Preference - some¬ 
thing we had to give up in order to obtain 
loans from the USA after the war. 

The statement the EU could not do without 
us - I mean, has he got out of bed in the last 
50 years? The euro is now one of the strongest 
currencies in the world - and indeed one of the 
reasons the USA went to war was because 
Iraq - Saudi as well - wanted to start to trade 
its oil in euros rather than dollars. 

We could have joined the euro at its incep¬ 
tion, with a good argument for basing the 
Central Bank in London, but as usual we pre¬ 
ferred to cut off our noses - and now the pound 
is falling fast against the euro and we can do 
no more than look on in despair. Do the words 
burning deck, sinking ship, not come to mind? 

The sooner we accept the fact we are a 
European country - by geography, history and 
peoples - the better. Where else did all those 
Celts, Romans, Saxons, Normans - plus all the 
more recent migrations of Huguenots, Irish, 
Italians, Germans, etc, come from other than 
Europe? Our Royal family is almost complete¬ 
ly German in origin, and is related to almost 
every other European Royal house. 

In spite of some of my comments above, I am 
not anti-American - I’m old enough to remem¬ 
ber the great kindness of American service- 
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men, especially to us kids, during the war. 

All my life I have loved Western movies and 
the music of Duke Ellington and Count Basie, 
Billie Holiday, Peggy Lee, etc, - certainly the 
greatest popular music of the 20th century. 

But I am European and not American, and 
if there is one thing that makes me wish I 
was 20 again it is the EU and the opportuni¬ 
ties it gives. And while the likes of Mr Bentley 
wallow in their misery, our young are taking 
those opportunities and are going to live and 
work in Paris, Berlin, Rome, and so on -1 was 
surprised at the number of British working in 
Gothenburg when I visited. 

Add the number of people buying property 
either in Spain, France, Italy, etc, and you get 
a different take on the usual arguments 
about migration. 

These are our people playing their part in 
the European movement, the ones who 
realise we’re citizens of the EU as well as 
British subjects and all the choices that gives 
us. Have courage to join them, Mr Bentley.

Lorries affect us all 

The rising price of oil during the last two 
years has meant we have all suffered. 

Very bad news for car drivers commuting 
to work, doing the shopping or getting about. 

But dire for operators of lorries and vans 
who need to move their goods as part of their 
business. And worst of all for hauliers, whose 
entire business is to move other people’s 
goods. Fuel now represents almost 40 per 
cent of their total operating costs. Bulk diesel 
prices have risen from 76p per litre last May 
to 106p per litre today - a 40 per cent 
increase in just 12 months. 

Diesel is the lifeblood of the economy. If 
you’ve got it then it has almost certainly 
been inside the back of a lorry. Everything in 
the supermarkets, high street, the bricks 
that build our homes and the beer that 
stocks our pubs. You name it and it’s the 
product of a lorry journey. You may not like 
the lorry, but it’s the lorry that delivers 
everything you need. 

Sadly, the problems caused by a rising 


world price for oil are compounded in the UK 
by our ultra-high tax regime. Duty on diesel 
is 50p per litre compared to a European aver¬ 
age of 25p. A single 40-tonne lorry, doing 
around seven miles to the gallon, now faces 
an annual fuel bill of between £40,000 and 
£45,000. One vehicle, £45,000 per year for 
diesel, of which over £21,000 is tax. 

The price of diesel, and the tax paid on it, 
impacts on the whole population. It is an 
ingredient in the price of everything. 

That is why it is so important for the 
Government to change its tax strategy and 
reduce the level of duty paid by commercial 
vehicle operators. Not just for the benefit of 
those operators, but for all of us as con¬ 
sumers. High diesel prices stoke inflation. 

The call for lower diesel duty is not just self 
interest by the transport industry. It is 
important for every one of us.

In the same edition you had a letter from 
Peter Nassau condemning price rises in 
council-run car parks, because councils see 
drivers as ‘extra funding’ like some form of 
mobile cashpoint, to extort money from at 
every opportunity 

When it came to power, Labour promised to 
introduce an integrated transport system, 
yet 11 years on, all we have seen is closure of 
station car parks and rising parking costs. 

Perhaps if some of the annual £5 billion 
subsidy the railways scoff their way through 
could have been spent on enlarging car parks, 
(multi-story or underground) then they 
might have achieved some of that promise? 

All they’ve achieved is a costly rail network 
and a crumbling, gridlocked road system.

LIKE an itch that just won’t go 
away, I keep coming back to this 
thought about the latest Ford 
Mondeo. 

That name - they should have changed it. 

Don’t get me wrong, the previous Mondeos 
were both excellent and are used-car bargains, 
but the new car is such a step upmarket that 
Ford should have done what arch-rival 
Vauxhall is doing with the Vectra replacement 
- a new car and fresh name. 

Nevertheless, the Mondeo continues to 
dazzle, not least in the cabin where alloy detail¬ 
ing verging on bling distracts from the fact 
that some materials below the eyeline are less 
lavish - I’m not keen on the exposed bonnet 
release catch, for instance. 

The layout is stylish and well-arranged in 
typical Ford style though; having long looked 
after hard-working drivers clocking up lots of 
miles, the brand really knows how to lay out 
a dashboard and the best part is that this is 
done with real quality too. 

So, the new car deserves to be taken serious¬ 


ly as a rival to German executive models that 
stole so much Mondeo volume previously - it 
used to be the UK’s number one seller, but has 
only recently managed to return to the top 10. 

And the Ford also now has a new weapon 
with which to attack the likes of Audi, BMW 
and Mercedes-Benz - a performance diesel. 

Up to now, the 1.8 and 2.0-litre TDCi have 
been the car’s diesel options, but the arrival of 
the 175PS (172bhp) 2.2-litre TDCi unit - also 
now available on the S-Max and Galaxy MPVs 
- is a potent new option, delivering 0-60mph in 
8.4 seconds for the Mondeo hatchback version. 

Significantly, this unit - the most powerful 
diesel car engine offered by Ford - is also 
offered only on upmarket lavishly specc’d 
Titanium X and Titanium X Sport Mondeo ver¬ 
sions, delivering a clear a message to the 


German marques and company car ‘user 
choosers’. 

It is an impressive package; the Mondeo 
chassis carries on from where the previous car 
left off and delivers excellent grip plus taut 
handling without the expected trade-off on ride 
comfort. 

Giving it the responsive 2.2 diesel enables 
even greater exploitation of these virtues - you 
start to see why the car has already won fans 
who look beyond the everyday badge on the 
bonnet. 

Maximum pulling power comes in at just 
l,750rpm, meaning less stirring of the car’s 
typically precise six-speed gearbox. The car’s 
ability to tackle any type of road conditions is 
particularly impressive when you realise that 
this third-generation Mondeo is also quite a big 
car; cabin space and rear leg and headroom is 
luxurious while boot space is equally yawning, 
but the road footprint is also substantial. 

Yes, Ford is doing it the hard way by sticking 
with that name, but the latest engine to join the 
line-up can only enhance the new Mondeo’s 
upmarket aspirations.

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HOW the estate car has been 
transformed. 

If you owned one in the 1970s and early 
1980s you would have been dismissed as 
‘trade’ or, horror of horrors, a ‘rep’ with a boot 
awash with samples of cuddly toys or vacuum 
cleaner spares. 

Then Audi and BMW in particular changed 
our minds; estates were renamed Avant and 
Touring respectively and the type started to 
say more about your activities outside work 
than in it - you drove an estate because you 
enjoyed a sporty or rural life. 

So ‘lifestyle estate’ became shorthand for the 
type and usually signified a rather more raked 
rear tailgate than you would find on a real 
working estate. 

In the case of the latest Audi A6 Avant, it 
makes one of the finest style statements in the 
executive estate sector, even if the pronounced 
downward sweep to the rear roofline robs 
further estate practicality. This is still a decent 
load-lugger though, and I was impressed by 
the ‘rail system’ and lashing points that can 
be used to restrain and arrange virtually 
anything you need to carry. 

The cabin is arranged in the typically mini¬ 



malist high-quality style that has become 
Audi’s trademark, with neat and classy alloy 
trimming and the trademark steering wheel 
emblem that apes the front grille. 

I’m no fan of multi-function control sys¬ 
tems that are becoming popular for in-car 
sounds, navigation and other peripherals 
and I don’t think Audi’s MMI (multi-media 
interface) is particularly intuitive, but it is 


effective once mastered and the colour dis¬ 
play and guidance offered by the rear view 
parking camera is excellent 

There is no in-dash CD changer though, so 
this robs space in the glovebox, where an admit¬ 
tedly excellent iPod/MP3 link further reduces 
capacity; a major problem since this big car is 
not exactly blessed with stowage space. 

However, the cabin is roomy at the front and 


back, plus Audi has scalloped the rear of the 
front seats to assist the exceptionally long- 
limbed. Leg and headroom in the back is 
rarely going to be challenged though, even if 
the middle rear passenger will find his or her 
feet splayed wide of a fairly large floor tunnel. 

But practical pros and cons are soon side¬ 
lined by the driving experience - the A6 
drives as well as it looks and our 3.2-litre V6

Glass ceiling 
yields to the 
female touch

FOUR out of five South East business¬ 
women who went on a ground-breaking 
mentoring programme to smash through 
barriers to career progression report 
they now feel in greater control of their 
futures. 

The programme saw more than 70 volunteer men¬ 
tors helping 100 women in senior management roles 
across the region to re-examine how they progress - 
especially if they come up against a ‘glass ceiling’. 

It was designed and run by Business Link and 
financed by the South East England Development 
Agency (Seeda) and the European Social Fund (ESF). 

Business Link’s Janice Sandwell said: “According to 
the National Management Salary Survey, although 
more than a third of managers and directors that 
make up the UK workforce are female, the glass ceil¬ 
ing still exists. 

“The programme was designed to help women in 
small and medium-sized businesses fulfil their poten¬ 
tial and it has been tremendously successful.” 

Male and female mentors taking part had previous¬ 
ly worked in senior positions for private sector compa¬ 
nies, all having had experience of leadership. 

At an event celebrating the end of the programme, 
80 per cent of the women who took part said they now 
felt in greater control of their careers while 40 per cent 
felt they have achieved a better work/life balance. 

Another aim was to contribute to the overall produc¬ 
tivity and competitiveness of the South East. There 
are 165,000 female-led businesses in the region but if 
women matched the number of male business start¬ 
ups, 25,000 more firms would be created. 

Ms Sandwell said: “Business Link is committed to 
supporting women. Although this project has now 
come to an end, it is just a small part of the support

that is available for women in Kent. Business Link 
offers access to events, workshops, clinics and online 
tools, designed for anyone, whether they are just 
thinking about starting a company or are established.

Your career is a 
learning curve 


ONCE upon a time, firms 
grudgingly gave you time 
off to go to college, or you 
had to go to night school to 
get further qualifications. 

Now things are much easier. In 
fact, latest figures show that compa¬ 
nies actually prefer to employ people 
who take time away from work to 
develop professional skills. 

It seems that, despite the very real 
risk that individuals will move on to 
other jobs after getting extra skills and 
knowledge, employers see the immedi¬ 
ate business need as crucial to encour¬ 
aging learning and development. 

Not surprisingly, for individual 
managers the chance to progress is a 
key factor to undertaking learning 
and development programmes - and 
thejf re looking for transferable skills 
offering a broader business knowl¬ 
edge. 

The findings, by the Chartered 
Management Institute, indicate that 
employers accept that their staff will

move on to other jobs, but see imme¬ 
diate business need as a key factor to 
encourage learning. 

Asked to identify reasons for sup¬ 
porting employee development, the 
top three responses were: strategic 
business requirements; improving 
individual prospects for progress; 
and enabling staff to do their job. 

Individual respondents also gave a 
clear indication that they see value in 
time spent learning. A rating of six 
out of 10 was given when managers 
were asked if they had been reward¬ 
ed and recognised for undertaking 
development programmes. Managers 
were also asked the extent to which 
learning had helped their career. A 
quarter said achieving a qualification 
led to promotion and 23 per cent 
received a salary increase. 

The same proportion - 23 per cent 
- transferred their skills to a new 
career and 22 per cent got a new job 


in the same industry. Half claimed 
that they also gained more respect 
from colleagues and 70 per cent 
focused on the opportunity it gave 
them to refocus their career. 

Looking ahead five years, one-in- 
three employers also believe their 
managers will become more concerned 
about professional development. 

These findings come in the wake of 
wider research which revealed that a 
combination of studying for qualifica¬ 
tions and on-the-job experience has 
overtaken natural ability as the key 
ingredient for successful manage¬ 
ment and leadership. 

Jo Causon, director of marketing 
and corporate affairs at the 
Chartered Management Institute, 
said: “It is becoming increasingly 
clear that if individuals want to suc¬ 
ceed they must invest time in contin¬ 
ually updating their skills. 

“But studying on its own is not the 
answer. How managers apply what 
they learn in their relationships with 
customers and colleagues is critical 
to ongoing success.”

He added: “Corporate social responsibili¬ 
ty is increasingly important and we are 
ahead of the game in the football sector and 
should be able to capitalise on our communi¬ 
ty investment by increasing our commercial 
return over the coming years.”

ONLY one-in-three bosses gives 
the go-ahead for employees to 
work from home, according to a 
new survey. 

The latest quarterly CIPD/KPMG Labour 
Market Outlook survey of the nation’s 
employers finds that more than two thirds of 
employers - 69 per cent - never or occasion¬ 
ally accept employee requests to work from 
home. 

This is despite the fact that, of employers 
who offer home-working, only eight per cent 
believe home-workers are less productive 
than their office-bound colleagues, while 30 
per cent say they are more productive. 

The remainder of employers say home¬ 
working makes no difference to productivity. 

A fifth of organisations say they are more 
likely to accept requests from managers or 
professionals. So the much-heralded revolu¬ 


tion in home-working has yet to take place, 
although a quarter of employers say home¬ 
working will increase in their organisation in 
the next year. 

The report calls on employers to be more 
progressive to improve the morale and well¬ 
being of employees and the productivity of 
employers and the wider economy. 

Gerwyn Davies, policy adviser at the 
Chartered Institute of Personnel and 
Development, said: “Employers should be 
more accommodating about accepting 
requests to work from home, rather than fos¬ 
tering a culture of presenteeism. 

“The allure of home-working for employees 
is becoming greater given the stress and ris¬ 
ing costs associated with commuting. 

“The slow increase in the take-up of home¬ 
working defies evidence. While the cost of 
home-working has gone down, the cost of 
commuting has shot up. 

“Inflexible approaches to home-working 
risk restricting the competitiveness and 
growth of UK organisations if employer and 
managerial mindsets do not change.”

Staff look for the benefit 


THREE out of every four UK com¬ 
panies fail to give their workers 
any health benefits - despite a 
massive demand from people on 
their payrolls. 

Nine out of every 10 workers say employers 
should be providing health and well-being 
incentives, according to a website poll of more 
than 3,000 people by recruitment firm Reed, 
which has branches in Ashford, Maidstone 
and Tunbridge Wells. 

Eight out of 10 from the same sample claim 
that corporate health benefits, including sub-

sidised gym membership, cycle to work 
schemes, help with stopping smoking and dis¬ 
counts for healthy eating would boost their 
productivity and motivation at work. 

They also say it would create a better work¬ 
ing environment, with 73 per cent stating that 
team sports would improve working relation¬ 
ships with colleagues. 

Three out of five want their companies to 
offer subsidised gym membership; 14 per cent 


want healthy food subsidies; 10 per cent would 
like yoga and relaxation classes and nine per 
cent want support to help them stop smoking. 

But two thirds of workers admit they have 
never taken part in any sporting activity with 
their workmates. 

However, one in seven head straight to the 
pub with colleagues after a stressful day at 
work, rather than exercise. 

While they are quick to put responsibility for 
their health firmly on the shoulders of their 
bosses, comparatively few are willing to take 
proactive action. 

Only 17 per cent manage to complete the 
Government’s health target of 30 minutes of 


exercise five days a week, while 28 per cent 
exercise for just an hour a week, 32 per cent 
manage two to three horns a week and nine 
per cent do nothing at all. 

Martin Warnes, operations director at 
www.reed.co.irk, said: “Businesses should not 
adopt a knee-jerk approach and feel they 
should invest in expensive corporate fitness 
schemes, particularly in the uncertain eco¬ 
nomic climate. 

“Small and less costly steps towards creating 
a healthier work environment can be equally 
effective, such as providing fruit for staff or 
encouraging staff to cycle to work or take part 
in a sponsored run or bike ride for charity.”

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Airport’s Zaher awaits 
clearance for take-off 


Jp QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


One of the most hotly debated development projects in 
Kent involves London Ashford Airport at Lydd. 
Modernisation of the airport on Romney Marsh has 
divided opinion. Chambers of Commerce have voiced 
strong support for the project, but environmental groups 
such as the Royal Society for the Protection of Birds and 
the Green Party are opposed. Arguments about new jobs 
and economic regeneration clash head-on with grim 
warnings about noise, pollution and congestion. In the 
eye of the storm is airport managing director ZAHER 
DEIR. He talks to KOS Media. 


Q What are you trying to do at Lydd? 

A Our intention is to create a successful, modem regional airport. 

We’ve already invested £20 million in new facilities over the last 
four years. An increasing number of businesses and VIP clients are 
using Lydd, so we built a new executive terminal to provide a range of 
services. We’ve submitted two planning applications to Shepway Dis¬ 
trict Council. These are for a new terminal building, capable of handling 
up to 500,000 passengers a year, and for a 294-metre mnway extension 
together with an additional 150-metre starter extension. We hope for a 
decision this summer.

Q What is the history of the airport? 

A There has been an airport at Lydd for 
more than 50 years. In its heyday, film 
stars such as Humphrey Bogart, Gregory 
Peck and Diana Dors flew from Lydd to the 
Continent. In 1958 the airport handled 
222,828 passengers which, at the time, was 
nearly 37,000 more than Gatwick. 

Today, the airport is licensed by the Civil 
Aviation Authority for general aviation, pas¬ 
senger flights and freight transport, and its 
terminal building can support up to 300,000 
passengers a year. Kent’s only scheduled 
airline, LyddAir, operates daily services 
linking Lydd to Le Touquet. 

Q Lydd is in a remote location. Why do 
you think it is suitable for develop¬ 
ment? 

A lt’s an ideal location for a modern 
regional airport serving the growing air 
travel needs of the South East. We are a con¬ 
venient gateway to London, the South East 
and Europe without all the stress or waiting 
times associated with London airports. 

We have unrestricted air space, no mn¬ 
way slot restrictions, no weekend restric¬ 
tions, and one of the best weather records of 
any airport in Britain. 

The vast majority of all UK flight depar¬ 
tures and arrivals are over the South and 
South East coast of England. So any surface 
journeys by car to airports north of London 
from Kent, Sussex and Surrey are a 
destructive component of the overall 
journey. 

Gatwick is at the limit of its runway 
capacity and with the dominance of sched¬ 
uled services, it no longer offers room to 


grow for the leisure sector. Lydd is the closest 
UK airport to the popular European and North 
African holiday destinations, so it really is the 
most environmentally friendly option when it 
comes to providing additional runway capacity. 

Q You can already accommodate large 
passenger jets such as the 737 on the 
existing runway, so why do you need a 
longer runway? 

The runway extension would not affect the 
type of aircraft or the numbers of passen¬ 
gers that would pass through the airport, but 
would allow the same type of aircraft to carry 


more fuel loads, so permitting a greater range 
of destinations. It also allows the same number 
of passengers to be carried as previously with a 
smaller number of aircraft movements. 

This is very important because our opponents 
claim the area will be blighted by many noisy 
jets, so the fewer take-offs and landings there 
are the less disruption there will be for people 
living in the area. 

A significant number of jobs are likely 
to be created at Lydd if you gain plan¬ 
ning consent. Your opponents say few will 
go to local people. Will you recruit locally? 


A The runway extension will provide four full¬ 
time equivalent constmction jobs, with 180 
direct jobs created when the extension is oper¬ 
ational and the airport is accommodating 
300,000 passengers a year. The terminal build¬ 
ing will create 43 construction and 1,500 direct 
jobs. 

These vacancies should be taken up by the 
local labour market and will help regenerate 
the regional economy and breathe new life into 
communities. The development of Lydd should 
also promote inward investment and benefit 
local companies through the option of flying 
from LAA to a wider choice of locations.

Third Way’s middle 
ground on pensions 


IN THE world of pensions we 
have been used to clients 
having minimal choice when 
taking benefits. 

Prior to 1995 if you matured 
benefits the only viable option 
for most was purchasing an 
annuity. Purchasing an annuity 
means using the whole of your 
pension fund to buy an income 
for life. It has always been 
relatively inflexible and of 
unknown value. 

Annuitants who die early 
may receive back far less than 
the purchase price, and those 
who live longer than expected 
benefit. Just like any 
insurance. Since 1995, Income 
Drawdown has been widely 
available. It is now referred to 
as Unsecured Pension (USP). 
This means you don’t ‘spend’ 
on an annuity, you just keep 
your pension fund invested 
and draw an income from it. 

There are maximum and 
minimum income limits set by 
legislation, but apart from 
these restrictions the investor 
has the choice on how much to 
take. 

The advantage of USP is 
that on early death any funds 
not drawn could be returned 
to the investor’s family, less a 


tax charge, rather than being 
lost to an insurer, as may 
happen with an annuity. 

USP has typically only been 
used for those with pension 
funds of £100,000 plus, or who 
have other specific reasons for 
not wanting to purchase an 
annuity. The income from USP 
is not guaranteed, and can 
reduce if investment returns 
do not replace both the income 
being drawn from the fund 
and the costs and expenses 
associated with running the 
plan. Now though, we are 
seeing the emergence of a 
middle ground, or as it is 
being referred to, a Third Way. 

Options include temporary 
annuities that help delay the 
annuity purchase decision if 
things are unclear, USP con¬ 
tracts that provide the attrac¬ 
tive death benefits but provide 
a guarantee on the income 
being taken from the plan and 
plans which lock in the value 
of your plan each year so that 
investment risk is removed. 

Always seek advice if you 
are maturing retirement 
benefits as you need to find 
the most suitable option in 
what is becoming a very 
complex marketplace. 


Sean Carter, rural retail advisor, 
said: “The judges had a very difficult 
task of reducing the entries to a 
shortlist of finalists to be visited by a 
different set of judges in July.

Food for thought 


IT WASN’T just the sausages sizzling at a busi¬ 
ness breakfast meeting when strong views were 
put forward about the future development of 
Westwood Cross in Thanet. 

The meeting, organised by Thanet and East 
Kent Chamber of Commerce, was given details 
of proposals for Manston business park, near 
the airport, and the EuroKent site by Seamus 
Cleary, interim chief executive of East Kent 
Opportunities, a joint venture between Kent 
County Council and Thanet council. 

Chamber chief executive David Foley said: 
“He was treated to some direct views on the 
need to provide better roads and parking to 
attract the right companies. It was also agreed 
that local firms offer more potential for sustain¬ 
able growth than inward investors. 

“His experience with other business parks 
was that long-term employment was a much 
more likely result when companies with strong 
local roots expand or relocate into a 
development. 

“Another factor mentioned was that West- 
wood Cross should offer opportunities for pro¬ 


fessional services providers to have offices clos¬ 
er to their clients.” 

Westwood Cross shopping centre was opened 
in 2005 and in October an entertainment devel¬ 
opment began on a site to its south-west. Phase 
two of Westwood Cross is being developed after 
the relocation of the Wickes store. 

The chamber is a member of the Thanet Col¬ 
lege Employer Engagement Steering Group 
and Mr Foley said it was keen to ensure views 
of members are taken into account in the provi¬ 
sion of courses and the establishment of a skills 
agenda. 

He said Thanet College was in the early 
stages of planning a move to Westwood Cross 
and one of the objectives of this £70 million proj¬ 
ect is establishing a business centre where the 
management of local companies can receive 
training. 

‘We have recommended that such courses 
should take place in an autonomous area of the 
college under the branding of Thanet Business 
School and should match the needs and inter¬ 
ests of local firms,” he said. 


Looking for signs of life 
after a week of gloom 


FOLLOWING our review of the 
economy last week, it seems there 
is little room for cheer. 

This week has seen yet another bank, Brad¬ 
ford and Bingley, reporting worse-than-expect- 
ed trading results, house-builders talking of 
significant staff reductions as new-build sales 
slump, and prices on inflation linked gilts 
reflecting the bond-market view that inflation 
will soon cause an exchange of letters between 
the Bank of England and Downing Street. 

As expected, the Bank of England has left 
rates unchanged this month. 

KPMG chief economist Andrew Smith said: 
“Rates are on hold until it is clearer which is 
the greater threat to achieving the inflation 
target: the risk that rising food and energy

costs become embedded through knock-on 
effects on other prices and wages; or the risk 
that weakening growth pulls inflation signifi¬ 
cantly below target once food and energy price 
inflation slows. 

“It may be some time before the Monetary 
Policy Committee feels confident enough to bet 
one way or the other.” 

Looking at implications for Kent and our 
local economy, Mike Sargeant, managing 
director of Canterbury-based Pharon IFA, 
commented: “I think the local economy is fine¬ 
ly balanced between slowdown and recession. 

“They say that when America sneezes the 


rest of the world catches a cold. I think the US 
economy is in recession and that will have a 
knock-on effect for the UK. 

“Kent will not be immune to the slowdown 
in the UK economy and I personally think 
things will get worse. I do not feel there will be 
any improvement in 2008 because the impact 
of the credit crunch will take some time to 
absorb. 

“The consumer spending spree has been 
funded by rising house values and cheap bor¬ 
rowing and this has come to an end for the 
time being. 

“The effect of the gloomy forecasts, and I 
acknowledge I am adding to this now, is also 
having an impact on sentiment. 

“I expect to see the level of personal debt 
start to fall and the savings ratio increase, 


reflecting falling confidence about the future. 

“When this happens we spend less in the 
high street, so I expect retail sales to continue 
to be depressed. 

“The one positive for Kent, and especially 
the east of the county, is currency. 

“The euro has been going from strength to 
strength, making the UK a potentially popular 
destination for holidays and day trips from the 
eurozone. 

“This may help keep some parts of the local 
economy buoyant. We are also unlikely to have 
as bad a summer this year as last. 

“Recent figures from Marks and Spencer 
highlighted the fact that in 2007 the summer 
happened in April! So a good spell of summery 
weather will no doubt help.”

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Fleet unveil site 
for new stadium 


Club outlines plans to move in four years 


By TOM HOWARD 


EBBSFLEET United could be 
playing in a brand new stadi¬ 
um inside four years after the 
club revealed they have identi¬ 
fied a site, according to acting 
chairman Brian Kilcullen. 

The Blue Square Premier League side 
have released sketches of their new ground 
and a five-phase plan on their move from 
Stonebridge Road, their home for 62 years. 

Kilcullen said: “The target will be to have 
the project finished in four years from start 
to finish, but this is only if we can get all 
the necessary parts such as planning per¬ 
mission and the purchase of the land com¬ 
pleted. Sometimes these things can be 
hard to acquire.” 

Project 

The aim is to construct a stadium with a 
minimum of 5,000 capacity, which could be 
increased to more than 8,000, on an 
unnamed site within a three-mile radius of 
Stonebridge Road. 

Fleet Group Development, the sub¬ 
sidiary group set up to work on the new 
stadium project, has been looking at other 
sites and is planning the stadium with 
Championship football in mind. 

Kilcullen said: “I think because of the 
area we are located and the construction of 
Ebbsfleet, it would be silly not to prepare 
for the fixture. The expected population 
growth could mean the town or city could 
be the size of Doncaster. 

“You only have to look at their football 
team, who have just reached the Champi¬ 
onship. Preparing for a future in that 
division may be ambitious, but it’s sensible 
just in case we are lucky enough to reach 
that league.” 

The next phase of will be to acquire the 
site and apply for planning permission. 



The club will make history next month 
as a team will be picked by MyFootballClub 
website members alone to play Charlton 
Athletic in the first pre-season friendly 
on July 12. 

The website community’s 28,000 mem¬ 
bers have each paid £35 for a share in the 
club. The concept sold on the slogan ‘own the 
club, pick the team’ includes the members 
being able to vote on team selection for 
matches and decisions affecting the club. 

Originally the aim was to have the team 
selection function up and running by 
March, but this has been delayed. 

MyFootballClub creator Will Brooks said: 
“The team selection will be going ahead in 
pre-season which is probably the best time 
to see ideally how the system will work.”

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Harland Olympic hopes 
ruined by ruptured calf

GEORGINA Harland says she will not rush a 
decision on her future after a freak injury 
ended her chances of reaching the Beijing 
Olympics, writes David Pritchard. 

The 30-year-old from Canterbury ruptured 
a calf muscle in the Modern Penathlon World 
Championships in Hungary last weekend, 
and she will be out for at least three months. 

The injury is the latest in a series of 
setbacks for Harland, who won a bronze 
medal in Athens four years ago. She had only 
just reached full fitness after missing three 
months last season with a post-viral infection. 

Huge blow 

Harland told Kent on Sunday the injury 
was a huge blow but would wait until she 
regained fitness before deciding about her 
future. 

She said: “The last four years have not gone 
the way I would have hoped. It has been a 
struggle moving from injury to injury and 
illness. 

“I have always been playing catch up but I 
never thought I would be in this position, I 
always thought I would get into the team for 
Beijing. It’s a massive disappointment and 


I’m feeling fairly numb at the moment. 

“At this stage I’m not making any decisions. 
I’m just concentrating on getting this injury 
repaired in the best possible way - that’s my 
focus at the moment.” 

The World Championships were her last 
chance to qualify for Beijing, but poor shoot¬ 
ing and fencing results in the final all but 
ended her chances of getting the score she 
needed to make the Olympic team. 

Although her individual hopes had evapo¬ 
rated, Britain were still on course to win gold 
in the team event until Harland’s injury 1,000 
metres from the finish of the 3km run. 

Despite making the injury much worse, she 
limped home to secure a silver medal for the 
team by just two seconds. 

The rupture was so severe it could not be 
operated on because there was not enough tis¬ 
sue left to bind the muscle together, forcing 
Harland to wear a cast for six weeks. 

She said: “People say ‘why didn’t you stop’ 
but I have to say it never once went through 
my head to stop. All I was thinking was how 
was I going to get to the end. I felt it pop two 
or three more times. I was in agony but I just 
wanted to cross the finishing line.”

Hamilton, 25, will go into the World Cham¬ 
pionships full of confidence after winning the 
Ringmasters title in the 75kg category in 
April - the UK’s most prestigious elimination 
competition. 

Lambert, 19, has developed fast since 
taking up the sport and after four fights will 
contest the 71kg weight in Olomouc.

Is the price right? 

Gills ticket price revamp fails to excite fans

GILLINGHAM’S new season ticket 
price structure has received a 
lukewarm reception from the club’s 
supporters who feel the reductions 
could have been more extensive. 

It is not a view shared by new Gills chief 
executive Mark Jones, who believes the club’s 
reduction in season ticket prices will be 
enough to tempt the fans back next season 
despite relegation to the fourth tier. 

Adult tickets bought early in the summer 
begin at £220 and are on average around 
eight per cent cheaper than last season. Gills 
have also introduced a £50 ticket for support¬ 
ers aged 11 and under. 

Fans endured a miserable campaign as 
Mark Stimson’s team finished 22nd in 
League One, with the 11,500-capacity Priest- 
field regularly less than half full. 

The income from season ticket holders is 
crucial to all clubs, particularly those lower 
down the leagues. Last season Gills averaged 
gates of6,000 in league matches, with around 
3,500 made up of season ticket holders. 

Loyal 

Jones, who took charge in April, has over¬ 
seen the cuts and he thinks they will tempt 
back the same numbers for next season. 

He said: “I think we have to give as much 
back to the most loyal part of our supporter 
base. It was vital we helped them as much as 
we could. 

“The irony is we need their support now 
more than ever now we are in League Two. 
We had 3,500 last season and we want to do 
the same if not more.” 

Although the announcement was made 
alongside a series of other offers, it was greet¬ 
ed with a lack of enthusiasm by fans. 

In a mixed reception on fansite message- 
boards, many felt the cuts should have 
been greater considering the club’s League 
Two status.

Alan Liptrott, joint publisher of GillsCon- 
nect.com, believes many season ticket hold¬ 
ers will not renew and instead be more 
selective with the games they attend. 

He said: “I don’t think anybody was over 
excited when the prices were announced. 
There were 3,500 last year but in reality I 
think that will drop to 2,500. 

“The hardcore supporters will still buy 
them but I’m not sure we will get too many 
new ones. I think the price structure should 
have been lower to be honest.” 


Jones acknowledged some supporters 
would not be happy with the prices but said 
the club had to strike a balance. 

He said: “It’s a difficult scenario for us. We 
wanted to give back as much as we could. We 
want the ground to be as full as possible but 
we have to be mindful of running the busi¬ 
ness profitably. 

“It’s a bitter pill to swallow but we have to 
run a stable business and I’m sure the fans 
would thank us for doing so.” 

Compare 

While adult tickets beginning at £220, 
albeit in the uncovered Brian Moore Stand, 
compare reasonably well with other clubs in 
League Two, Gills’ match-day prices are less 
competitive. 

Entrance fees on the day have fallen by £1 
in all stands except the Brian Moore, which 
remain the same - leaving a range of tickets 
from £25 to £20. 

Of the League Two clubs who have 
announced their prices for next season, Gills 
come out the most expensive, with no other 
clubs charging more than £20.

TT debut my 
finest hour, 
says Reeves 

THE notoriously dangerous Isle of Man 
TT race course was unable to tame three¬ 
time world sidecar champion Tim Reeves, 
who made history with a third-place finish 
in what he believes was the greatest 
moment of his career. 

The Tenterden-born racer eagerly await¬ 
ed his chance to tackle the 37.7-mile course 
for the first time and did not waste his 
opportunity by recording the best finish by 
a rookie for 30 years. 

Going into the event, Reeves admitted 
the TT did not worry him even though the 
course has claimed 223 lives in its 100- 
year history, including three last year. 

Reeves’ hard work during the winter - 
getting to grips with a new machine for 
the event and making countless trips to 
the island - paid off with a stunning dis¬ 
play in the first race. 

In practice the TT debutant turned 
heads by setting the fastest-ever lap by a 
rookie and he repeated his impressive per¬ 
formance in qualifying by claiming the 
10th starting spot. 

History 

After lap one of three, Reeves had 
already started to make his move and was 
sixth, with an opening lap speed of 
110.3mph. He improved on his second lap 
and moved up to fourth position with a lap 
of 111.6mph and was marginally behind 
the top three. 

Reeves made history as he continued his 
pace to cross the line third behind winner 
Nick Crowe and second-placed John Holden. 

He said: “To get on the podium in my 
first TT race tops anything else I have 
ever achieved, including my world cham¬ 
pionship wins. I am over the moon with 
this result; I just can’t believe it. 

“I always believed in myself, ever since 
we decided to come to the Isle of Man TT 
races. So many people knocked us and 
said that although we are world champi¬ 
ons, we wouldn’t be able to cut it on the 
island, but I think we’ve proved the 
doubters wrong.” 

Reeves battled hard in the second race 
on Wednesday and secured sixth posi¬ 
tion with race one winner, Crowe clinch¬ 
ing a double victory.

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KENT are looking to a lucrative 
Twenty20 campaign to help replen¬ 
ish club coffers after a disappoint¬ 
ing start to the season. 

While on the pitch the team are finding 
form, the first two months of 
the season have not gone 
to plan for the club 
financially. 

Several of Kent’s high- 
profile matches have 
been hit by bad weather, 
which has had an impact 
on attendances. 

The county are now 
looking forward to the 
Twenty20 Cup, which 
they won for the first time 
last season, to make up 
any losses sustained early 
in the season. 

They get their defence 
underway at home to Sussex on 
Wednesday. 

Jon Fordham, Kent’s commer¬ 
cial director, told Kent on Sunday 
how important the competition has 
become financially. 

He said: “For us, the Twenty20 has 
to be a money-spinner because we earn 
probably more in one game than we do 
in an entire county championship season. 
“If everything is in our favour we can 
net £60,000 from just one match. That 

includes entrance and all the peripherals 
such as scorecards, the shop and all the beer 
and food tents. 

‘We have had rotten luck with the weather 
which has really affected home crowds. 
Hopefully it’s payback time and we can make 
some money through the Twenty20 games.” 

Rain wiped out Kent’s game against 
Middlesex in the Friends Provident Trophy on 
Bank Holiday Monday, which should have 
been the climax to the Tunbridge Wells crick¬ 
et festival. 

Poor conditions also hampered the three-day 
tour match against New Zealand at 
Canterbury in April. More than half the match 
was lost, depleting what were expected to 
be sizeable crowds. 


This week, Kent were hit by flash flooding 
after a sudden downpour at the St Lawrence 
Ground less than 24 hours before their Friends 
Provident Trophy quarter-final. The game 
against Somerset was due to be televised but 
the pitch did not recover in time. 

Rather than decide such an important game 
on a bowl-out, Kent switched the game to 
Beckenham on Thursday and went on to win 
by 37 runs. 

Fordham admitted changing the venue at 
such short notice was a complicated task but 
felt it was the right decision. 

He said: “It was an absolute logistical 
nightmare in trying to get an infrastructure 
right in under 24 hours. It is down to the 
simple things like toilets and chairs. 

“Looking at the crowd we had at Beckenham 
I think we did a pretty good job. The ground 
staff and people behind the scenes have been 
fantastic. You can’t put a high-profile game of 
cricket on without people pulling together.” 

Costs 

Although the postponement meant the 
game was not televised, Kent did not lose out 
on valuable TV money. Each county receives 
a share of the television money from the ECB 
rather than directly from Sky. 

There were some costs involved in switch¬ 
ing grounds but they were far less than 
abandoning the game completely. 

Fordham also revealed the redevelopment 
of the St Lawrence Ground is not likely to 
begin until the end of the season. 

The club originally planned to begin work 
in January but have been hit by delays on the 
£10m project, which includes the construction 
of a 130-bedroom hotel and fitness suite. 

He said: “The ground development is going 
slower than we would have liked and the 
wheels are grinding slowly, but everything is 
virtually in place. 

“It is a challenge now because I think if we 
had got everything up at the start of the sea¬ 
son then everyone gets used to it. My concern 
is that if we suddenly do it in the middle of 
the season, people will see it as something 
totally different. 

“I think that by trying to defer towards the 
end of the season, we can carry on playing 
cricket without any of the disruption.”
